Carotene and Vitamin A in the 


Nutrition of Dairy Calves 
H. T. CONVERSE and EDWARD B. MEIGS, Division of Dairy Research Laboratories 


Bureau of Dairy Industry, U. 


OR several years it has been known that growing 

calves, like other animals, need vitamin A for proper 

development and growth. More recently it has been 
appreciated that the general symptoms of slow growth, 
general unthriftiness, scours, susceptibility to pneu- 
monia, and even death, may be caused by a shortage of 
vitamin A. 
Eckles, 


Jones, and 


Palmer in 1926 showed conclu- 
sively that vitamin A is an indispenable factor in the 


diet of calves. The feeds used were quite different from 
those of farm practice, being oxidized milk powder, 
lemon juice, minerals, white corn, and either wheat 
straw or dried beet pulp. Calves on these rations, unless 
the rations were supplemented with cod liver oil, stopped 
growing and finally died. The authors stated, however, 
that the practical significance of the results were hard 
to estimate. Thus, although demonstrating that calves 
need vitamin A, the results did not indicate whether in 
farm practice normal calf rations may be dangerously 


low in vitamin A. 

sechdel, Eckles and Palmer in the same year re- 
ported that calves on rations low in vitamin B and con- 
sisting of corn gluten feed, casein, polished rice, and 


butterfat showed symptoms of vitamin A deficiency such 


as scours, blindess, and pneumonia, but recovered if 
£Ziven two ounces of cod liver oil daily. 

In 1932 we reported from Beltsville evidence that 
farm rations frequently fed to calves may be danger- 


Ously low in vitamin A and that milk produced by cows 


fed hay which has lost its green color may be an unsafe 
source of vitamin A in the calf ration. This preliminary 
paper reported results dealing with four cows which had 
been fed over two years on a good grain mixture and 
cut low color timothy hay. Of six calves born to 
these cows, two were dead, one was unable to stand and 
died shortly after birth, and three were both weak and 
blind. The fact that cows so fed were unable to prop- 
erly nourish their calves before birth led to the question 
Whether the milk from these cows might not be deficient 
for normal growth of calves from other cows fed on 
rations adequate in vitamin A. This preliminary report 
included results on three normal calves fed milk from 
those cows fed low color timothy hay. The three calves 
died at fifty-seven, sixty-two, and seventy-ene days of 
ake, respectively. Whole milk had been fed to twenty 
days of The substitution of skim milk for whole 
milk was completed by the time the calves were thirty 
days of age. The same kind of grain and low color hay 
48 Was fed to the cows was offered to the calves but they 
died before much dry feed had been consumed. Pneu- 
monia was present in each case and one calf also had 
an infection extending from the umbilicus to the liver. 
While this was only a preliminary investigation it indi- 
‘ated strongly that the main deficiency in the 
Was vitamin A.

Hart, Mead, and Guilbert in 1933 confirmed our fixst 
results by reporting that growing cattle of all ages may 
show vitamin A deficiency under natural conditions. 
Their report was based on observations of, the results of 
the drought in 1932, on a large ranch in California 
where beef steers were fed and dairy cattle kept for the 
production of veal. For nine months the grass was 
parched and the hay had but a trace of color. Calves 
born on the ranch did not survive and calves purchased 
from alfalfa ranches remained normal but six or eight 
weeks after being brought to the ranch even though they 


were getting whole milk from the nurse cows. The 
usual vitamin A deficiency symptoms were described in 
the paper. 

The death of the three calves reported in our pre- 
liminary paper made it seem worth while to lay out a 
fairly comprehensive feeding experiment with calves, 
using milk from cows on rations, including different 


kinds and qualities of hay. 
The Experiments 
Our usual feeding practice was followed in the main 
experiments as regards time and amounts of feed. Nor- 
mal calves obtained from our own herd or by purchase 


were used. They were mostly grade or pure bred Hol- 
steins, although a few were grade and pure bred: Jer- 
SeVs 

The calves were fed mother’s milk for two or three 
davs. They were then placed on whole milk from cows 


on the experimental rations until they were twenty days 
of age, when skim milk was gradually substituted. The 
change from whole to skim milk was usually completed 


by the time they were thirty days of age. Skim milk 
feeding was continued either six or seven months if the 
calf survived. Low color timothy hay which we had 


proved to be low in vitamin A was fed to the calves, so 
most of the vitamin A came from the milk. A suitable 


grain mixture completed the ration. Hay and grain 
were fed in increasing amounts according to appetite. 
The calves were usually eating four or five pounds of 


each by the time they were six months of age, except 
when the appetite was too badly disturbed by the lack of 
vitamin A. 

The milk came from cows getting one of the follow- 
ing hays for roughage: U. S. No. 1 alfalfa, U. S. No. 3 
alfalfa, U. S. No. 1 timothy, U. S. No. 3 timothy, or 
U. S. No. 1 clover light timothy mixed. Milk from cows 
on pasture was also fed. The cows always got grain 
mixtures suitable in kind and quantity for the hay fed. 
Over fifty calves have been used in these milk feeding 
experiments and their variations, but the data on several 
have had to be left out of the results because of errors 
in program. 

The milk that proved poorest in promoting growth 

survival of calves was that from cows getting No. 3

Pennsylvania Show Best in History 


sylvania Farm Show, according to those who see this 

great institution every year, came out at Harrisburg 
the week of January 21. Entries in every department 
exceeded last year’s high figures. Attendance, which has 
been over the quarter million mark every year since the 
new ten-acre building was erected in 1931 seemed to be well 
up to par in spite of the blanket of shew and ice which 
covered the Susquehanna and although we do not have 
the figures at hand as this is written, it was expected that 
the 1934 record of 287,000 would be broken or at least very 
closely approached. Tuesday, January 22, the day that 
Ward Stevens placed the Holstein classes, was said to have 
brought out the largest attendance of any Tuesday of 
Farm Show week and the galleries were packed with inter- 
ested spectators from early morning until the close of the 
judging. 

A total of 101 Holsteins passed in review before Judge 
Stevens, of which 21 were also shown in the 4-H classes. 
Thirteen different exhibitors shared in the prize money in 
the open classes. Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, Pa., 
was the heaviest winner as last year, taking both senior 
and grand championships, six firsts, three seconds, a third 
and a fourth. Robertson Farms, York, Pa., was a good sec- 
ond, with both junior championships, four firsts, two sec- 
onds, two thirds and four other prizes. Wm. H. Landis, 
East Greenville, Pa., had a first, five seconds, three thirds, 
two fourths and two fifths. Earl L. Groff, Strasburg, Pa., 
took two firsts, two seconds, six fourths and two fifths. 
Peters Bros., Port Matilda, Pa., and Elvin Hess, Strasburg

Pa., each carried off one blue and Weyhill Farms, Bethle- 
hem, Pa., was ten times in the money, including two sec- 
onds and a third. Henry A. Schell, Jr., Phoenixville, Pa., 
took eight ribbons, his two herd sires winning second and 
third in their respective classes. Others breaking into the 
money were A. C. Slifer of Lewisburg, C. E. Erdley of 
Lewisburg and H. R. Metzler & Daughter of Paradise, 
as well as two of the 4-H exhibitors, John Wehr of Mifflin- 
burg and Marion Quick of Tunkhannock. 

King of Lauxmont 603795, last year’s Harrisburg grand 
champion, was an outstanding winner this year. A winner 
of championships ever since his calf days, he was one of 
the hottest contenders for All-American recognition in 
1934, showing in four-year-old form, his most important 
winning of the year being grand championship at the 
Canadian Royal. Two of his sons carried off blue ribbons 
at this show. He was unquestioned top for the class of 
five aged bulls, the Schell herd sire, Carnation Ormsby Sir 
Bessie, winning a close fight for second over the Landis 
bull, Sir Aleartra Burke Inka, whose offspring was quite 
outstanding. The 1933 grand champion, Ormsby Colantha 
Korndyke Lad, owned by Earl Groff, might have taken 
second had he carried a few hundred pounds more flesh, 
but in his present condition went down to fifth under 
Robertson’s King Piebe of York 5lst.

A Banner Year in H.I. R. 


ET’S make the year 1935 a banner year in the Herd 
L Improvement Test. The year just ended brought 
some rays of hope and signs of better days to 
come, even though it was difficult because of drought 
and depression. The year closed with 269 herds and 
8,069 cows on test, which is the high mark so far for 
the Herd Test, and is extremely gratifying when all 
things are taken into consideration. We are continu- 
ally receiving inquiries from new breeders and confi- 
dently expect a marked increase in herd testing during 
the year If other breeders in your community are test- 
ing in the local associations, you might do them a good 
turn by explaining the Herd Test and urging them to 
adopt it in connection with their regular C. T. A. work, 
and if you will send us their names, we will be glad to 
supply them with copies of the rules and application 
blanks. Let’s give the Herd Test a big boost this year. 
Summaries from the Year’s Testing 
Volume 6 of the Red Book will list all herds that 
finished a year’s test during the year ended September 
30, 1934, and will be a much larger book than Volume 
5 because of the list of dams with two or more tested 
daughters We thought the extra work of preparing the 
average productions of daughters for the sire list and 
figuring the Mt. Hope Index was a big job last year, 
but the work on Volume 6 will be much greater. Nearly 
all of last year’s averages and indices need to be re- 
figured because of additional records and the new sires 
listed with daughters, together with the new dam list, 
will require a lot of time. We are sorry to be so far 
behind with the publication but expect it will be at least 
a month later than last year. 


Volume 6 will report 225 herds including 4,871 
cows averaging 10,999 lbs. milk, 3.45% fat and 380 


lbs. fat. Seventy-six herds exceeded 400 lbs. and alto- 
gether 131 of the 225 herds averaged over 365 Ibs. fat 


per cow for the year. For your convenience in making 
comparisons, we have grouped the herds according to 
the classifications. Only 11 of the herds included ‘‘A’”’ 
cows, and there will be none in the current year’s re- 
port as all four-times-a-day milking is now barred from 


the Herd Test. The summaries for the year’s work, 
grouped according to classification, with the totals and 
averages for the 225 herds follow:

As compared with previous years, we find that Vol- 


ume 6 reports more cows tested than any previous year, 
though Volumes 1 and 3 both showed a larger number 
of herds tested. The average of 380 lbs. fat in Volume 
6 exceeds all previous years except Volume 5, the aver- 
age of 3.45% fat is just over last year and the average 
of 10,999 lbs. milk has been exceeded in three previous 
years.

The upward trend during the past three years in 
spite of extremely adverse conditions in the industry 
shows that the breeders who have given the Herd Test 
a trial are strongly in favor of this plan of, testing and 
we look for a continued increase during 1935. 

Cancellations 

A total of 968 certificates were cancelled from the 
225 herds to be reported in Volume 6. This volume will 
include 4,871 cows in the herd averages and 1,735 in 
the supplementary lists which, with the 968 cancelled, 
makes a total of 7,574 cows tested. On this basis, the 
968 cancellations represent 12.8% of the cows tested 
during the year, the highest percentage of cancellations 
of any of the six years of the Herd Test, showing that 
closer culling than usual was practiced during the year. 


Leading Herds for the Year 
The past year’s testing has brought out some very 
excellent herd averages and the list velow gives a few 
of the leading herds for the year for the different classi- 
fication groups:

The Better Breeding Program 

Work on the Better Breeding Program is proceeding 
very satisfactorily and we believe it is one of the best 
lines of work, if not the very best, ever undertaken by 
the Association. Dr. Heizer devoted his full time to 
this work during the last three months of the year and 
was able to complete the analysis of more than 50 herds 
that had completed five successive years in the Herd 
Test. Part of this work was done in Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Illinois and Michigan and during this time Mr. Clark 
worked with him, so that he is now familiar with the 
work and is continuing with the analyses of Wisconsin 
herds. During December, Dr. Heizer inspected and 
analyzed all the five-year Herd Test herds in New Eng- 
land, New Jersey and Maryland and trained Mr. Crissey 
to continue in this work in the future. This detailed 
analysis, with all the lists of records with summaries 
and averages, furnished to the owner gives him a great 
deal of information which has never before been avail- 
able and enables him to measure the progress and de- 
velopment of his herd more accurately. Some sires 
build the herd while others destroy and it is extremely 
important to know which way we are going to conserve 
our gains and stop our losses at the earliest possible 
notice. We hope this work may be continued and stead- 
ily increased until the service may be given each year 
as soon as the herd test year is finished.

pride in attaining quality standards 
in Whatever he attempts whether it 


be the building up of a herd or the 
building of an automobile. Originally 
a carriage-maker, producing a vehicle 


that was regarded as the best that 
could be bought anywhere, he turned 
to the manufacture of fine automo- 
biles when cars forced carriages off 
the road; and the Moyer automobile 
proved true to the high standards 
which the Moyer name had always 
stood for. Moyerdale Herd, founded 
and conducted as an avocation of the 


busy owner, had to be the best herd 
he was capable of developing. Such

in February. H. A. Moyer, Incorpor- 
ated, is conducting a Chevrolet sales 
agency in the extensive Moyer plant 
on Wolf Street, Syracuse, but the son 
and grandson are in charge and Mr. 
Moyer is spending the most of his 
time at his home on Moyerdale Farm. 

This hasty sketch of a well known 
cattle man who perhaps has played 
as prominent a part as any living 
breeder in the making of Holstein his- 
tory since the turn of the century, 
may serve as a appropriate introduc- 
tion to such random notes as may fol- 


low relating to the development of 
Holstein public sales in and around 
Syracuse. 





The other day I ran on to the fol- 
lowing: 

“IT want to give you a little idea of 
what my consignment will consist of 
and although I do not know what the 
other members of the Company have 
contributed, I presume their consign- 
ment will be superior to mine’. 

Who ever knew a consignor to in- 
troduce his own offerings more hap- 
pily? This modest, unobtrusive style 
was characteristic of T. A. Mitchell 
who thus commenced his letter in the 
“Breeders’ Gossip” department of the 
Register, calling attention to the 
forthcoming “Breeders’ Consignment 
Sale” of June, 1904. This event was 
of particular interest because of a 
special consignment of fifty imported 
animals which had been selected and 
purchased in Holland for the Breed- 
ers’ Consignment Sale Company by a 
committee consisting of Mr. Mitchell 
and Ward Stevens. A more compe- 
tent committee could hardly have 
been chosen. Ward Stevens has since 
become widely recognized as an 
authority on type through his work 
as judge at leading fairs and cattle 
expositions and also through his ac- 
tive participation in the accomplish- 
ments of the Holstein True Type 
Committee of which he was a mem- 
ber. 

Mr. Mitchell in his own Oakland 
Herd at Weedsport, N. Y., had at- 
tained standards of excellence that 
established his reputation as a breed- 
er. In the Pan-American Exposition 
at Buffalo in 1901 he was a leading 
exhibitor in a Holstein show that was 
pronounced the best ever held in 
America. It was proof of his skill 
that after an interval of some years 
he was able with brief preparation 
again to achieve signal successes in 
the show ring. 





One day in midwinter when I was 
visiting Oakland Farm, Mr. Mitchell 
called my attention to an exhibit in 
which he took special pride. It con- 
sisted of some fifteen or twenty year- 
ling heifers that were being wintered 
in an open paddock communicating 
with a roomy shed through a broad 
doorway that was never closed. A 
feeding rack filled with hay and a 
covering of straw on the earth floor 
comprised the appointments of the 
shed where the animals were sup- 
posed to seek shelter from storm and 
cold. Mr. Mitchell told me that as a 
Matter of fact the heifers spent most 
of their daylight hours out of doors 
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quite regardless of the weather, going 
into the building only at feeding time 
and for sleeping at night. Often, he 
said, he had seen them racing in the 
yard in the midst of a snowy blizzard 
or standing outside on extremely cold 
days; and he said he would have felt 
sorry for them if he had not known 
that they were spurning the shelter 
of the protecting shed with its warm, 
deep bed of straw. This stray floor 
covering was added to from time to 
time as needed. Thus, with the mini- 
mum of effort these heifers were kept 
clean without the use of brush or 
curry-comb and were being brought 
through the winter under the most 
healthful conditions. Their hair grew 
to unusual length, and when I saw 
them they were certainly a sturdy, 
rugged-looking lot. In conformity with 
Oakland standards they were of ex- 
tra size for their ages. This method 
of wintering young stock was appar- 
ently proving very satisfactory in 
Oakland Herd. 


Tall, spare, of commanding phys- 
ique, quiet-spoken, regardful of oth- 
ers, a gentleman in spirit as well as in 
behaviour, T. A. Mitchell added dig- 
nity and stability to any group with 
which he became affiliated. A charter 
member of the Breeders’ Consign- 
ment Sale Company, he had as his 
associates in the first sale of this or- 
ganization,—W. A. Matteson, Averil! 
& Gregory, Henry Stevens & Sons, 
George F. Carter and A. A. Cortelyou. 


This first sale, organized by W. C. 


Hunt, was held in Syracuse Novem- 
ber 14 and 15, 1901. Weather condi- 
tions were unfavorable, fourteen 


inches of snow having fallen on the 
night of the 13th; but the 75 head 
offered sold for a total of $10,215.00, 
an average of $136.00, which was re- 
garded as a remarkably good showing 
and which, indeed, exceeds the aver- 
age of many of the sales of 1933. It 
was in this sale that Netherland Hen- 
gerveld’s Daughter, a seven-months- 
old calf consigned by Henry Stevens 
& Sons was sold for $725.00 to H. A. 
Moyer who also paid $410.00 for 
another heifer calf, Mutual Friend 
3d’s Beryl, consigned from the same 
herd. In the book, Holstein-Friesian 
History, published by the World, this 
sale is mentioned as marking the 
turning point in the discouraging 
market situation that had been pre- 
vailing. 


From the beginning the Breeders’ 
Consignment Sale was continued as 
an annual or semi-annual event over 
a period of fourteen vears, with gen- 
erally growing prices, though the sec- 
ond number, held in April, 1902, and 
the third, in October, 1903, showed 
recessions in sale averages. The suc- 
cess of the Averill & Gregory dis- 
persal sale, held in June, 1903, on the 
two days immediately following the 
annual meeting of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association, pointed to the ad- 
vantages of a sale as a post-conven- 
tion feature. Two claimants 9 an- 


nounced sales for the two days follow- 
ing the June. 1904, annual meeting,— 
C. F. Hunt (brother to W. C. Hunt) 
who had been developing a substan- 
tion sale business of his own, and the 
Sale 


Breeders’ Consignment Com- 
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pany. Mr. Hunt conceded the June 
date to the breeders’ group and con- 
tinued his own sale as an annual 
April event, a series that was to 
round out a full decade of notable 
sale history and that was to attain 
3-day proportions in the Hunt sales 
of 1909 and 1910. 


Returning to the Breeders’ Con- 
signment Sale Company and its June, 
1904, sale-—W. C. Hunt had accepted 
a position with the Pierce Land and 
Stock Company in California, and his 
job as manager of the Breeders’ Con- 
signment Sale had been assigned to 
the veteran pedigree expert, S. D. W. 
Cleveland of Syracuse. Some changes 
had occurred in the personnel of the 
sale company which now consisted of 
H. A. Moyer, F. P. Knowles, Horace 
L. Bronson, A. A. Cortelyou, T. A. 
Mitchell and Stevens Brothers who, 
following the division of Brookside 
Herd, were occupying the place in the 
sale organization formerly held by 
Henry Stevens & Sons. 


Carey M. Jones had officiated as 
auctioneer in the earlier sales, but B. 
V. Kelley, assisting in C. F. Hunt’s 
spring sale in 1903 and selling alone 
the full two days of the Averill & 
Gregory dispersal sale in the June 
following, proved his ability so con- 
vincingly that he was selected as one 
of the two auctioneers for the June, 
1904, sale (the other being R. S. Ed- 
mondson); and thereafter “Barney” 
Kelley’s place as permanent auction- 
eer for the Breeders’ Consignment 
Sale Company was secure. 

In the June 1904 sale, the imported 
cow, Pietje 22d, was purchased by 
Woodcrest Farm, Rifton, N. Y., for 
$1,200.00, and the fifty imported ani- 
male, many of the females having 
calves at side, averaged $283.00 if we 
figure such pairs as single entries. 


The following year T becanye a par- 
ticipating consignor to the Breeders’ 
Consignment Sale by reason of having 
acquired a one-third interest in the 
herd of Stevens Brothers, which num- 
bered at that time some 350 head, oc- 
cupying farms at Lacona and Liver- 
pool, N. Y. My relationship with the 
Breeders’ Consignment Sale . Com- 
pany in this capacity continued until 
the spring of 1909 when I engaged in- 
dependently in the pedigree and Hol- 
stein advertising business. Later as 
manager of the Breeders’ Consign- 
ment Sale in June, 1913, I quite ap- 
preciated the average then recorde@ 
of $475.00 for the 197 head sold, but 
the preceding April in “The 1913 
Sale” organized by the writer, we had 
set a mark with our average of $440 
for the 202 head comprising the offer- 
ings in that event which was open 
to all breeders having animals that: 
could qualify for entry. 

H. A. Moyer became a member of 
the Breeders’ Consignment Sale 
Company in time to place a consign- 
ment in its third sale and in later 
sales of the series he was a_promi- 
nent contributor. Though not a con- 
signor to the first sale he helped that 
initial event, as we have seen, in the 
more important capacity of a substan- 
tial buyer, his purchases including 
two of the highest-priced animals in 
the sale.

Spring Sales 
HE greatly improved tone of the Holstein industry 
l and the increased confidence with which our breeders 
are facing the coming year is reflected in plans that 


are being made for high quality consignment sales dur- 


ing the spring season. The Iowa State Association is 
sponsoring a sale in March that will have much more 
than statewide interest. Melin-Petersen Company, in 


this issue, announce the Chicago National Sale to be held 
in the International Amphitheatre in Chicago the last of 
May. Pledges of support from many of the best herds 
are already forthcoming, the sale managers advise, in 
sufficient amount to assure an event of, real attractive- 
ness. 

In the East, Paul Misner, at the request of a number 
of leading breeders, is going ahead with plans for a 
National Sale in May——either a one-day Royal Brent- 
wood, or a two-day sale with larger consignments. In 
Canada, the annual National Sale will be held in late 
April. 

We believe that our breeders will be inclined to con- 
sign the better animals more freely now that the pros- 


pects appear more favorable for getting a fair return 
for them. 
If these projected national and other quality sales 


can go over in good shape it will put new life and pep 
into the whole marketing picture for our breed. In the 
meantime, established series like Earlville, etc., as well 
as private sales, already reflecting improvement, will 
benefit from the market stimulus these national events 
should provide. 

An active and eagimaaniae season is in the offing. 


June Gunes in Winter 
ENTION has previously been made iin these col- 
M umns of the Finland method of treating rough- 
ages for the silo that appear to preserve their 
original fresh properties and nutritional values. 

This system, known as the A. I. V. method, consists 
of adding certain acids to the green roughages at the 
time of ensiling, which has the effect of preventing fer- 
mentation, so that when the product is fed during the 
winter it gives substantially the same results as when 
fed fresh from the field. It is being widely used in 
several European countries. 
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Mr. L. J. Chapman, of Kansas City, recognizing the 
value of such results in marketing milk, with the June 
color and vitamin content available the year round, made 
a trip to Finland in 1933 to investigate their results and 


has since been carrying on extensive experiments at 
Chapman Farms. Several of the experiment stations 
are also working with Mr. Chapman in making further 
tests. 


Preliminary results, we understand, 
satisfactory, with respect to the greater vitamin content 
of the milk produced by this method of feeding. The 
tests are being continued under very careful supervision 
to determine what the effect may be upon the animal 
from continuous feeding on this acid-treated feed. It 
is quite possible this system may revolutionize our feed- 
ing methods in future years, and we shall endeavor to 
keep our readers informed on further developments.

Base Dates For Showing 
Fairs, 


HE International Association of 
I Toronto in December, adopted a recommendation 
of its classification committee that, starting in 1936, 
the base dates for figuring ages of animals in shows be 


meeting at 


set at July 1 and January 1, instead of August 1 and 
February 1, the traditional dates at U. S. shows. The 
committee reported petitions signed by various officials 
of dairy breed organizations, as well as many repre- 
sentative exhibitors and breeders, and for the Holstein 
breed unofficial approval of the suggested change by 


the President and Director of Extension. 


This is a subject that has certainly not been a press- 
ing one, at least in Holstein circles, as we do not recall 
ever hearing any discussion among the show men, other 
than that the Canadian and U. S. requirements ought 
to be uniform. This result will be accomplished under 
the new rule, although we would personally have pre- 
ferred to see the Canadian shows change to February 
1 and August 1, and leave ours as they are. At present, 
for practically all of our important shows calves may 


be actually over a year of age, and well over 15 months 
of age at the final shows of the season. Under the new 
rule, they could be old enough to breed, and still show 
as calves, and yearlings old enough to freshen at twenty- 
seven or twenty-eight months. We fear it may accentu- 


ate still more the handicap of the younger animals in 
class. The Canadians have gotten away from that by 
continuing their junior calf classes. 


Thus while we are not enthusiastic about the change, 
we are pleased to have uniformity as between U. S. and 
Canadian rules in the matter, which we consider as per- 
haps of greater importance than the exact date desig- 
nated. 


The Cover 


HIS week we present on our front cover one more in 
T the series of great Get of Sire groups of 1934 which 

we started last fall during the closing weeks of the 
show season, and a worthy addition to the list it is. This 
particular combination of offspring of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst 346005 (67919 C.) showed together only 
at the Royal Winter Fair of Canada, where they won 
a hot decision over the great Cornell quartette of Ollie 
daughters and then lost an even closer decision for All- 
American honors to the Man-O-War group from May- 
tag Dairy Farms. Thus for two years in succession, a 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst Get was named Reserve All- 
American. 

The Rag Apples made a great showing at the Royal. 
The bull at the left end of the line is Montvic Chieftain 
95676 C., senior sire at Mount Victoria Farms, who was 
second prize three-year-old at the 1934 Royal. The 
white cow at the right end will of course be recognized 
as Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur 224761 C, grand cham- 
pion female at the 1934 Royal and All-American four- 
year-old last fall, as well as All-American two-year-old 
in 1932. These two animals showed together to win 
the Holtby Challenge Trophy for the two best animals 
in the show bred by one breeder. The two cows in the 
center of the line are less sensational but are a great 


pair of dairy matrons none the less. Next to the bull is 
Montvie Rag Apple Colantha 177626 C., who stood 9th 


in the milking aged cow class, and the other is Montvic 
Rag Apple Marion 199197 C., who was just out of the 
money in the same class The three females have 
heifer form records averaging 724 lbs. fat from 18,399 
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lbs. milk, 3.94%. Attention is called to the splendid 
udders and exceptional dairy character of all three fe- 
males. All four were bred and exhibited by Mount 
Victoria Farms, Hudson Heights, Quebec, who nine years 
ago this spring purchased the sire from Joe Piek of 
Wisconsin for $15,000 and have cashed in on this im- 
portant purchase by developing him into probably the 
greatest sire of any breed ever used in Canada 
Are We Still Trying? 

HE manager of one of our best known Holstein 
TT neras writes us that he has for some months been 

looking for one or two young men of the right type 
for work in feeding and handling a string of test cows, 
but that he is having difficulty in finding men of the 
right calibre. 

We were particularly interested in this comment 
when he said, ‘What has become of all the cattle men? 
We used to get six to ten applications a month without 
advertising for help, and lately do not get any. Even 
after advertising for help, we did not get very many 
applications, and many of them without much experience 
in this work.’’ 

We do not profess to know the answer. Can it be, 
however, that the buffetings of the past few years have 
dulled the initiative of our ambitious and _ energetic 
young men to the point where they are no longer trying 
to find employment, but are adopting the fatalistic 
view that jobs are not to be had? We are loathe to 
believe this, but the experience of this particular herd 
manager seems to point in that direction. There will 
be more work in 1935 for the men who make a real 
effort to find it. 


New Red Book Coming 
UPT. NORTON announces that copy for Volume 6 
S of the Red Book is now going to the printers and 

suggests that those who want copies of this valu- 
able book place their orders in advance, as it is planned, 
in the interest of economy, not to print many more 
copies than will be needed.

In regard to the All-American selections, I agree 
with Mr. E. Traumer of Indiana, but I have more reasons 
than Mr. Traumer, and the proof is in past issues of the 
World. First, that the judges of today are not going 
by the Score Card in the judging manual. They are 
playing ‘‘cow politics,’ and third, to the Traumer idea, 
I may say ‘‘Ditto.’’ 

Now for the explanations. For No. 1, look at the 
1934 awards in the three-year-old heifer, aged bull 
as the Skylark heifer should be All-American and the 
Carnation Matador Masterpiece in the aged bull class, 
with the Get of Sire for Sir Inka May; Reserve to go 
to Ormsby Sensation 45th and honorable mention to 
P. O. M. Ollie. Now as to‘‘cow politics,’’ I will explain 
fully. The December 15 issue of the World (my birth- 
day) says as plain as day and any reader with two good 
eyes and half a brain can understand why Man-O-War 
30th again took leading honors in the aged bull class, 
when it plainly states that ‘‘of the three bulls, Man-O- 
War 30th made much the more representative circuit 
through the season.” Isn’t that cow politics? Why 
fool the public? Our great Emancipator, Abraham Lin- 
coln says—you can fool some of the people all the time, 
some of. the people some of the time, but you can’t fool 
all of the people all of the time—and you can’t fool me! 

I saw the Carnation bull in Wisconsin in 1928 and 
Ellenvale in 1931, and do you remember a year back— 
1933—that the All-American Aged Cow won over Ellen- 
vale just because she was larger, although she was not 
taken out of the State of Minnesota (only to breed to 
Sir Inka May) and the judge at Minnesota and Waterloo 
was one of the owners of that cow?

Mr. Hansen participated neither in placing the Femco 
cow champion at Minnesota or as All-American Aged 
cow.)

J. G. Hays recently sent us an ex- 
cellent article on milk; an _ original 
paper presented at a medical conven- 
tion by Dr. A. C. Stimson, a specialist 
in intestional disorders, Lansing, Mich. 
Dr. Stimson is also a Holstein breeder. 
While the article is of a_ technical 
nature, it deserves reproduction in the 
World. Readers will note that Dr. 
Stimson stresses the importance of 
milk sugar as a corrective in certain 
intestional disturbances. At this point 
I want to emphasize the importance 
of Holstein milk as a source of lactose 
or milk sugar, which, according to 
Eckles and Shaw, averages a higher 
percentage than is found in the milk 
of other dairy breeders. 


“Above the cream, line, waist line. 
Below the cream line, stream line.” 


“For centuries, people throughout 
the world have utilized the fat of milk 
in making butter and the fat and 
casein in making cheese. In the 
main, they have wasted the rest of 
the milk solids or made inefficient 
use of them, little realizing that the 
solids in skim milk, buttermilk and 
whey were equally as valauble as 
they were in the original milk. 

Today we measure the value of our 
cows by the amount of butter fat they 
produce. I do not say it would have 
been better otherwise. My wonder is 
what the situation might be today if 
some other solid of milk had _ first 
come to our attention through natural 
separation. For example: casein. 
That we may gain a better under- 
standing of the fibre of milk below 
the cream line, it is well to remember 
the use of casein other than food: 
i. e.—in making buttons, billard balls, 
pipe stems, poker chips, water-proof 
glue, coated paper for fine printing 
and that it can be used in making 
explosives, also milk sugar for me- 
dicinal tablets. 


Fortunately, by the aid of chem- 
istry, we are able to distinguish the 
different solids of milk: the fat, 
sugar, proteins, minerals. likewise the 
vitamins, enzymes and pigments. Even 
all these major classes have been 
broken down into simpler compounds, 
namely: barium, boron, copper, iron, 
lithium, rubidium, strontium, titanium 
and zine are found. Fat alone is 
divided into numerous different forms 
and more than two dozen amino 
acids have been isolated from casein. 
Eicht different minerals are known to 
exist in the so-called ash of milk. 
These different elements play a vital 
part in our nutrition. Milk. below the 


cream line, contains more sugar than 
there is fat above the cream line. and 
practically all of the sugar in milk is 
left in skim milk. buttermilk or whey 
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after the fat 
removed. 

It is well known that 
one of the sterols, is 
marked antirachitic properties when 
irradiated with ultraviolet energy 
and, as this sterol usually accompanies 
cholestrol in nature, the determin- 
ation of the distribution of the latter

liquid in milk might have consider 
able importance in elucidating the 
mechanism whereby both liquid and 


dried milk is rendered antirachitic by 
irradiation. 

Dry skim milk contains about 50% 
lactose. Milk sugar, or lactose, is 
superior to all the other carbohydrates 
in increasing calcium and phosphrous 
absorption. The influence of lactose 
on calcium absorption is believed to 
be due to the increased lactic acid 
fermentation in the intestines, with 
resulting increased acidity of the in- 
testinal contents. The calcium and 
phosphrous bearing compounds of the 
skim milk are more soluable and 
more readily absorbed as a result of 
the increased acidity of the gut. In 
certain pathological changes, it  be- 
comes necessary to change the normal 
range of intestinal acidity to a higher 


acid intensity in certain gas and 
diarrheal conditions. 
Pediatricians, in their investiga- 


tions on the use of lactose in infant 
feeding, have found that when lactose 
is used in the milk formula the tis- 
sues of children are made _ firmer 
than those of the average child re- 
ceiving vegetable sugar and resemble 
those of the breast fed infant-age 
weight for age weight, and, that the 
lactose-fed infant possesses more liv- 
ing tissue than the infant fed on vege- 
table sugar. They also conclude that 
the source of galactose for the de- 
velopment of the central nervous 
system, milk sugar is especially de- 
sirable for modified feeding in option- 
al amount. Lactose-fed rats live 
much longer than sucrose-fed-rats and 
do not take on excess fat. 


The normal intestinal flora, 
through lactic acid, a whey which 
they produce through fermentation of 
lactose, are a real protection to the 
alimentary canal. They create a 
strongly acid environment throughout 
the large and small intestines, which 
is antagonistic to microbic intestional 
invaders as typhoid, dysentery and 
cholera germs. Likewise, these patho- 
genic invaders, in the presence of 
lactose or lactic acid in the gut, are 
depressed in activity, they too, become 
lactic acid producers in place of toxin 
producers because they can obtain 
their chemical energy requirements 
much more easily from carbohydrates 
than from protein. Under these cir- 
cumstances, failing to produce harm- 
ful products. these predatory microbes 
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have difficulty in gaining and main- 
taining a foothold in the alimentary 
tract. Now, in the adult, under the 
regime of the reduction of carboyhy- 
drate to protein increase, there are 
periods in the day when the lower 
levels of the small intestine and the 


large intestine are free, or nearly 
free, from carbohydrophilic bacteria 


and are gradually supplanted by bac- 
teria as B. coli, which can _ thrive 
equally well in the presence or in the 
absence of carbohydrates. In presence 


and in absence of carbohydrate, res- 
pectively, the colon. bacillus and 
others found in the intestinal tract 


produce two kinds of substances as 
a result of their metabolism. From 
carbohydrate, they generate the chem- 
ical equivalent of buttermilk, lactic 
acid, and in absence of carbohydrate, 
they produce putrefactive products, 
indol and skatol for example. From 
the protein residue always found in 
the intestinal canal, the fees be- 
come dark, tarry and malodorous. 
Indican may be detected in the urine. 
while the normal stool of fermenta- 
tion is without odor. 


The problem then is what to do 
for such conditions when gas seems 
to predominate from putrefaction. The 
gas bacillus is most formidable when 
it has carbohydrate to work’ upon, 
contrary to other putrefactive organ- 
isms that are overcome by fermenta- 
tion. The gas bacillus appears, how- 
ever, to be intolerant of performed 
lactic acid; therefore, well soured but- 
termilk in frequent liberal feedings is 
indicated. The residual of unfermen- 
ted lactose of buttermilk is apparent- 
ly protected against fermentation by 
the gas bacillus in its several forms 
acid content and this lactose is avail- 
able to curb the putrefecation of the 
organisms to be reformed, changed in 
their metabolism from proteolytic to 
fermentation organisms. 


The question of administering sour 
buttermilk to the average individual 
is the problem. Immediately, he ex- 
claims—“Phooey! Only a sour Bol- 
shevic wants it. As a kid, they made 
me drink it. Fifty years later, I tried 
it again, its still sour, decayed, awful. 
To hell with it.

The World gave us the All-American program and 
I suppose has a legal right to discontinue it. But its 
roots have gone so deeply into the industry and become 
such a vital part of it, that in my humble opinion, you 
have a moral obligation to keep it going. 

The seriousness with which the industry has taken 
the All-American designations and the interest shown 
in this as the ultimate in type achivement, indicate the 
part it has come to take. It is not an exaggeration to 
say that this has been one of the major factors in main- 
taining the morale at such a high level during the dif- 
ficult years just past. Hand in hand with the True 
Type models, it can take the credit for the improvement 
in breed type that we have witnessed in the last decade, 
and I dare say that without the stimulus of the All- 
American system the work of the True Type committee 
would not have borne such fruit. 

I would not see the All-Americans abandoned much 
sooner than I would the A. R. test. Heaven knows we 
can't spare either one of them. 

There may have been some injustices and occasional 
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cases of dissatisfaction and disappointment, but I doubt 
if there are very many who would not rather lose an 
All-American honor than to see the system abolished. 
If there is one feature that prevents a system from 
working perfectly, let’s concentrate on ironing out that 
difficulty and not discard the whole system.

breeders get a preferenc both in the large shows and the 
All-American selections. Personally, I do not think this 
as I have had cattle only three years and have showed 
against the large breeders at the Royal and C. N. E., 
and have come out pretty well on top, and the ones that 
placed over mine were better animals or in better con- 
dition, and a great many of the large breeders have had 
a lot placed below mine. My herd is small. I have 
been contented to start with good ones and grow. I 
have one All-American and one Reserve in my herd and 
I will not be afraid to show against the large herds, 
but I will expect them to place over me more often than 
I will over them, because for every good breeding cow 
I have in my herd, they will probably have a dozen or 
more as good or better. It only stands to reason the 
percentage of chances are with them. When you con- 
sider the number of good animals the larger breeders 
have to breed from and choose from, and what they buy 
to complete a show herd, and the prices they pay some- 
times to get good ones, I think we small breeders do 
pretty well to get in every once in a while. We should

Dairymen’s ban- 
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Sec’y Arnold reported that the reso- 
lution adopted last year by the Federa- 
tion favoring the appointment of a 
Federal Commission to make a study 
of the Bang’s Disease situation and to 
determine a uniform method for its 
control had received no action. Jos. 
O. Canby reported a resolution passed 
by the Bucks County organization re- 
questing the state of Pennsylvania to 
appropriate funds to supplement the 
federal indemnity for Bang’s Disease 
eradication and a similar resolution 
was unanimously adopted, to be sent 
to the Governor, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture and all members of the Legisla- 
ture. G. A. Burdick mentioned the 
possibility of bringing the National 
Dairy Show to Harrisburg and after 
some discussion the matter was left 
to the Executive Committee to investi- 
gate and for such action as_ they 
might see fit to take. 


‘ Willis M Hunsburger of Bucks 
County started a discussion of adver- 
tising Holstein milk. Others partici- 
pating in the discussion were M. T. 
Phillips, who introduced himself as a 
Guernsey breeder who owns some 
Holsteins and stated that he has found 
in his own business that herd health 
and cleanliness is more important to 
the consumer than fat test. National 
Director Albert B. Craig outlined the 
ideas brought out at the National 
Convention at Baltimore on this sub- 
ject and stressed the importance of 
general milk advertising. 


Mr. Craig also reported on National 
Extension plans, reporting a nice pick 
up in the financial condition of the 
Association, starting last June. He 
outlined a budget of $1,500 for the 
Federation for the coming year, which 
will include the usual appropriations 
for the Farm Show, for Calf Club 
work and for refunds to those coun- 
ties that are doing real extension 
work for the breed. The budget in- 
cluded the reduction of the _ secre- 
tary’s compensation to $300. He 
stated that the National Extension 
Committee had allotted $80 per month 
to the Pennsylvania Federation in 
consideration of their carrying on a 
program as outlined in the budget. 
After some discussion, the budget 
was adopted. 


The Nominating Committee, consis: 
ting of J. O. Canby, Jesse Hurtz and 
G. A. Burdick retired to consider the 
nominations for the coming year and 
in the meantime short talks were 
given by a number of guests of the 
Federation, including Prof. Borland of 
Penn. State College, who invited the 
Federation to hold their summer pic- 
nic on the college grounds: Ward W. 
Stevens, judge of the Holstein show 
complimented the Pennsylvania breed- 
ers on the splendid Holstein exhibit: 
Bill Prescott of the World staff, who 
snoke briefly on extension plan of the 
New York Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, which plan really originated in 
Pennsvlvania but has been carried 
forward with outstanding success in 
New York: and Earle J. Coover who 
called attention to the imnortance of 
the export market for seed stock and 
snoke optimistically of the future 
of the industry. Past Presi- 
dent H. D. Allehach nresented the

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CLASSIFACTION COMM. REPORTS 

The members of your Classification 
and Rules Committee have, as usual, 
contacted the various breed associa- 
tions relative to possible changes in 
rules and classifications which they 
might wish. 

We have found that the five dairy 
breed associations, namely, Holsteins, 
Guernseys, Jerseys, Ayrshires, and 
3rown Swiss, are interested in 
changing base dates for their breeds 
trom February 1 and August 1, which 
dates have been used for many years 
past, to January 1 and July 1. Your 
committee has in its hands petitions 
signed by various officials of these 
breed organizations, as well as many 
representative exhibitors and breed- 
ers, 

The change is 
proved by the American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, the Brown Swiss Cattle 
Breeders’ Association, and the Ameri- 
can Jersey Cattle Club; and has the 
unofficial approval of the President 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
ot America, as well as the Holstein- 

Extension. Of- 


now officially ap- 


Friesian Director of 
ficials of the Ayrshire Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation have contacted many of their 
breeders and exhibitors and have 
ceived no uniavorable comment.

On account of this strong backing, 
your Classification and Rules Com- 
mittee looks favorably upon the 
change, but feels that we should fol- 
low that precedent established sev- 
eral years ago when very material 
changes were made in the beef breed 


classifications. At that time the 
change was delayed for one _ year, 
each member printing notice of the 


change in his prize list the vear pre- 
vious to the change. 

We have also been in contact with 
Dr. J. T. Mohler, Chief of Bureau of 
Animal Industry, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, D. 
C., who advised that no general rule 
or regulation be adopted for 1935 rela- 
tive to Bang’s Disease. 


Your Committee therefore recom- 
mends the following changes:

or low-color timothy hay, although some of the other 
milks gave nearly as poor results. Seven calves getting 
this so-called T-3 milk, or milk coming from cows getting 
No. 3 timothy hay, died at ages varying from forty-five 
to eighty-nine days. In all cases typical vitamin A 
deficiency symptoms were observed: Scouring, lack of 
appetite, porfuse running at eyes and nose, coughing, 
or pneumonia. While death occurred on the average at 
sixty-five days of age, the calves reached their maximum 
weight on an average of about forty days of age. Thus 
growth continued but little longer than the whole milk 
feeding period. In fact, two calves showed no gain in 
weight after the feeding of all skim milk started. This 
indicates that there was not enough vitamin A in the 
whole milk from cows getting low-color grass hay for 
any appreciable storage of that vitamin in the liver for 
future use and probably not enough for current use. 
Three calves getting milk and skim milk from cows 


on No. 1 timothy hay died at eighty-five, eighty-eight 
and ninety-five days of age, respectively. They gained 


some in weight until they were 
ninety days of age, respectively, or 
of change to all skim milk. 

Two calves were fed milk from cows on No. 38 alfalfa 
hay. One died at thirty-seven days of age and the other 
survived until seven months of age but made only sixty- 
four per cent of the expected gain and became blind at 
about four months of age. 

Two calves were fed milk and skim milk from cows 
on the clover hay. One died at seventy-six days of age 
and one survived until six months of age but made only 


seventy, eighty, and 
well beyond the time 


sixty-nine per cent of the expected gain and became 
blind. 

Six calves were fed milk and skim milk from cows 
on No. 1 alfalfa. Four died at the ages of fifty-five, 


seventy-five, one hundred forty-eight and one hundred 
sixty-eight days, respectively. Two survived until six 
months of age and made forty-eight and sixty-eight per 
cent of the expected gain in body weight. The growth 
and survival of the calves on milk from cows getting 
No. 1 alfalfa hay was decidedly better than the growth 
and survival of those on milk from cows getting No. 3 
timothy hay. The milks produced from the other hays 
seem to correlate in their growth promoting qualities 
with the green color of the hay. 

Four calves were fed on milk and skim milk from 
cows on pasture. They all survived to six months of 
age but made from forty to eighty per cent of the ex- 
pected gains. The results were much better than with 
the milk from even the best hay, as the pasture grass is 
much higher in vitamin A than the best hay. Even 
with the best skim milk, the calves would need a better 
hay than low color timothy to make normal growth. 

Two calves fed for the entire experimental period on 
whole milk from cows on’ pasture did make normal 
growth in six months even with the low-color hay, but 
two calves similarly fed on all whole milk from cows 
on No. 1 alfalfa hay made but seventy and seventy-eight 
per cent of the expected growth. Whole milk then does 
not supply enough vitamin A for normal growth unless 
it is from the best source. The calves still need some 
green hay. 

Vitamin A in the form of carotene or cod liver oil 
can be added to any of these rations mentioned, even 
those on which all the calves died, and make them ade- 
quate for approximately normal growth. Twenty cubic 
centimeters (four teaspoonfuls) of cod liver oil and fif- 
teen miligrams of carotene are the doses we have used. 
To show that the supplying of vitamin A is the main 
reason for feeding whole milk for the first weeks of the 
calf’s life, we have weaned calves abruptly to skim milk 
after three days on colostrum, adding the usual dosage 
of cod liver oil or carotene. For the first month or so 
the growth is slower than with calves fed whole milk 
but the energy intake is also much lower. After six or 
seven months it seems impossible to distinguish these 
calves from those which had some whole milk for the 
first month. 

The experiments show: (1) that when skim milk 
is fed, even after a month on whole milk, calves should 
receive some well-cured green hay as a source of vita- 
min A unless cod liver oil or some other supplement 
is furnished; (2) that too much dependence should not 
be placed on whole milk feeding to supply vitamin A 
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unless the milk comes from cows on pasture; (3) that 
milk does vary widely enough in its vitamin A content 
to indicate needed caution in its selection for calf feed- 
ing; (4) that whole milk in the calf ration is needed 
more for its vitamin A content than for its fat energy, 
and (5) that twenty to twenty-five centimeters of ani- 
mal feeding cod liver oil or fifteen miligrams of caro- 
tene roughly equals the vitamin A requirement of grow- 
ing calves during the milk-feeding age.

Homestead of York won the junior yearling and calt classes 

for Robertson, the calf, Piebe Homestead of York 326th, 

taking junior champion honors. 

In the female section, last year’s grand champion 
repeated for Lauxmont. She is Travnick Katie Vale Pon- 
tiac, with a Class B record of 850 lbs. fat. Fresh last 
August with twin calves, she was not in bloom but is a 
great dairy matron with a splendid udder for a ten-year- 
old cow that has always been a heavy producer. Inciden- 
tally, she is dam of the first prize two-year-old bull. She 
was not seriously threatened in class, although Landis 
had a good second in Dix Norfolk Montrose, who beat out 
Slifer’s good old matron, Mapleway Queen Johanna Beauty. 
Groff had one in fourth place and Schell scored twice in 
this class. Elvin Hess brought out his first prize two-year- 
old of 1934, Tadoyle Bess Ormsby Fonigen, to head the 
three-year-old class this year over the Robertson entry 
that stood second to her last year also and Lauxmont had 
a splendid dairy two-year-old that was outstanding in her 
class. This heifer, bred in Pennsylvania, but with a Cana- 
dian-bred sire and dam, got serious consideration from the 
judge for senior champion honors, but his choice finally 
went to the older cow. 

Earl Groff took the blue in the senior yearling class 
on one of his daughters of King C S Ormsby Piebe Della. 
beating out a daughter of King of Lauxmont. Peters 
Bros., who had been fighting for the top all the way. 
came through with a blue in the junior yearling class, with 
a Robertson heifer of quite similar breeding second, and a 
4-H boy, John Wehr, third. The calf class was headed by 
Robertson with King Piebe of York Buttergirl, who _ be- 
came junior champion of the show. Lauxmont also had 
second in this class with a King daughter. 


Lauxmont had an easy top for Exhibitor’s Herd, with 
both grand champions, a first prize two-year-old and two 
second prize young heifers. Landis beat out Robertson for 
second. Robertson was outstanding with a Young Herd 
which included both junior champions and three other 
high winning heifers. It was almost a toss-up for second 
among four or five other groups in this class, but the 
choice went to Landis, with Peters Bros., third, Groff 
fourth and Weyhill fifth. 


The Gets brought the judge another headache, but the 
uniformity of the Landis Get by Sir Alcartra Burke Inka, 
carried them to the top. Groff had second on a group of 
Della heifers and Peters Bros., third on the offspring of 
Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 5th. Lauxmont, with a King 
quartette consisting of two first prize bulls and two second 
prize heifers, had to be content with fourth place. and 
Weyhill’s get of the Pluto bull took fifth on a very close 
decision over the Landis babies by the second prize two- 
year-old bull, Green Hill Sir Inka Lestrange. 


Groff took the Produce with the second prize two-year- 
old and a senior yearling that was just out of the money 
Robertson was third and Groff broke in again for fourth.
